On motion of Mr. Johnson the reading of the

The Committee on County Governments reported 
several bills back without recommendation. 
The Committee on Claims also presented a similar 
report. 
Assembly messages were taken up and read. 
The Senate concurred in the Assembly amend­ 
ments to Senate Bill No. 418, relative to regulating 
the sale of drugs and poiso ous substances, except 
as to the provision which required a schedule. 
TUB APPROPRIATION BILL. 
A ssem bly Bill No. 574 w as ta k e n up an d read, an d 
M r. Jo h n so n m oved th a t th e bill be d eclared a case 
of u rg ency , read a second tim e an d acted upon. 
Carried—ayes 31, noes 1. 
The bill was then par: ially read a second time. 
Mr. Dickinson moved to reconsider the vote by 
which the Senate yesterday refused to pass deficiency 
Assembly Bill No. 158, the last Legislature having 
made the appropriation to the National Guards. 
Carried and the bill passed—ayes 30, noes 3. 
WELLS, PAROo AND CO.’* MAIL SERVICE. 
Mr. T r a y lo r offered the following : 
Resolver! by the Senate of California, That the 
discont nuance of the letter service of Wells, Fargo 
& Co. would be a great deprivation to the business 
interests of the Pacific coast and of no corresponding 
benefit to any interest. 
Resolved, That our Senators and Representatives 
in Congress be requested to use all means in their 
power to prevent such discontinuance. 
Resolved, That the Governor is hereby requested 
to forward copies of these resolutions to our Sena­ 
tors and Representatives in Congress, and also a copy 
to the Postmaster-General of the United States. 
Adopted. 
The appropriation bill was then considered in the

Nine thousand dollars was appropriated to cover 
the deficiency regarding the Folsom Branch Prison. 
Mr. S e a rs moved to strike out the section ap­ 
pointing an attorney to the Board of Railroad Com­ 
missioners. Adopted. 
Five hundred dollars for contingent expenses of 
the State B<>ard of Equalization was stricken out t n 
motion bf Mr. Zcck. 
Mr. Enos moved to reduce the appropriation for 
traveling expenses of the Board from $4,000 to 
$2,000. Adopted—ayes 19, noes 14. 
Mr. G lasco ck moved to strike out the appropria­ 
tion of $42 000 for tho continuation of surveys with 
retard to the subjects of drainage and irrigation, 
and the sal&nes of consulting engineers. 
3!r. Jou'STon offered an amendment reducing the 
amount $11,000, and leaving $6,000 for consulting 
engineers. 
Considerable discussion took place regarding the 
amendments, and lengthy speeches were made by 
Messrs. Satterwhitb, Howell, Watson and Chass.

Mr. Sears moved to reduce the estimate for the 
School Fu d from 31,400,000 to $1,000,000. This he 
thought was ample. 
Mr. D av is thought the school statistics showed 
the amendment should not prevail. 
Mr. E nos said he was opp<jsed to any reduction in 
the school fund, and hoped the amount contained 
in the bill would be permitted to remain. 
Mr. Chase thought uo change should be made in 
the bill. 
The amendment was lost, and the bill ordered to 
third reading. 
Mr. Nye moved to reconsider the vote by which

Assembly Bill No. 212—An Act to amend Sections

preceding bill on the file to-morrow. 
Assembly Bill No. 567— An Act to amend Section

poration (by Mr. Finlay sou)—was passed—ayes 32, 
noes 0. 
Assembly Bill No. 590—An Act to amend Section 
3746 of the Political Code (by Mr. Leach)—was 
passed—ayes 35, noes 0. 
Mr. S e a rs moved to take up on second reading 
Assembly Bill No. 519, amendatory of the Pol tical 
Code, known as Felton’s county government bill, 
and a lengthy discussion took place as to whether at 
th ¡9 late hour of the session it could be passed. The 
Senate decided to take up the bill—ayes 22, noes 11. 
M r. P a rd e e , a t 9:40 p. m., m oved to ad jo u rn . 
Lost. 
The Clerk then commenced the reading of the bill. 
Mr. Jo h n so n moved to strike out subdivision 1, 
Section 3. 
Mr. Zuck said if the bill was amended at all it 
might just as well be killed, and wished this to be a 
test vote as to whether the bill should pass. 
Mr. Johnson had no desire to imperil the bill, hut 
he did not think that there was any such imperative 
necessity to frame a law for county governments. 
He believed that the Constitution was sel -executing. 
He would withdraw the motion, but should offer to 
strike out Section 14, conferring certain powers on 
the Boards of Su|>ervisors, because he believed it to 
be unconstitutional.

Mr. S e a rs hoped there would be a square vote on 
the bill, and an amendment was equivalent to a de­ 
feat.Mr. Pardee’s amendment was lost, and Mr. Ryan 
moved to strike Humboldt from one class and insert 
it in another. He said if the bill could not be 
amended it had better not be passed at all.

PRIVATE RIGHTS AND THE LATEST 
MONOPOLY. 


A Story About Criticism with a Moral—A 
Clerical Coxcomb—Reminiscences of 
Caleb Cushing—Notes. 


N ew York, April 8, 1880. 
The decision of the General Term of the 
Superior Court, just made here, that the 
elevated railways should be required to 
pay damages to property-holders, where 
private rights can be clearly shown to have 
been invaded, has been earnestly welcomed 
by hundreds of property-owners on and 
near the route of the roads, as well as by 
lovers of justice throughout the city. It 
is a pleasant surprise to most persons, as it 
is a reversal of a former decision, and in­ 
asmuch as there ajemed to be no hope of 
obtaining justice against this 
COLOSSAL MONOPOLY 
And aggressive corporation, for the roads 
are now, as you know, consolidated into 
one company. I fear that injured prop- 
erty-holdcrs are unduly elated by this 
decision, which will not, in all probability, 
do them any good, because the case will, 
of course, be carried to another Court, and, 
in the event of decisions adverse to the 
roads, to another and another Court, with 
the special intent to exhaust the patience 
and means of the plaintiffs. There is very 
little doubt, however, that if the question 
of their rights should ever come before the 
Supreme Court of the United States, their 
rights will he sustained. The ablest dis­ 
interested lawyers say that the State 
Legislature has no constitutional right to 
grant any such charter as it has granted to 
the roads, and that neither has the city 
any right to give them the privilege of 
making themselves a nuisance, as they as­ 
suredly have done. Right of way and occu­ 
pation of the streets is one thing, depriva­ 
tion of light, vile odors, blinding, begrim­ 
ing smoke, continuous deafening noise, are 
another ; and all these the roads constantly 
create. The Metropolitan Railway, against 
which the decision mentioned has been 
obtained, has injured property far more 
than the New York Railway', as the former 
runs through Sixth avenue and one of the 
best quarters, while the latter runs through 
Third avenue, occupied mainly by beer and 
liquor saloons, and the German and poorer 
population, naturally less sensitive to 
odors, din and other annoyances, than are 
people of a different class. The roads have 
done 
MORE THAI» $50,000,000 DAMAfiE, 
It is estimated, in the entire city, and to 
prevent citizens from recovering anything 
at law, they have mortgaged their prop­ 
erty beyond it full value. They have, on 
the other hand, been of great henetittothe 
city at large, especially to the upper part, 
and have made fortunes for the originators 
ot the enterprise. Such men as Cyrus W. 
Field, Samuel J. Tilden, Jose F. Navarro, 
David Dows, George M. Pullman, David 
Dudley Field, S. L. M. Barlow, General 
Horace Porter, Wm. H. Vanderbilt, Moses 
Taylor, Robert I.. Stuart are reported to 
have made new fortunes from the roads. 
Moat of them have sold out their stock for 
six or seven times its cost, so as to avoid 
all danger of prospective damages. The 
general puhlict—hat is, the people doing 
business and living away from the line of 
the roads—like them ; but all those who 
have been hurt by them detest them, and 
cannot understand why they should he 
made heavy losers without a dollar of com­ 
pensation for their losses. 
ART CRITICISM. 
It is never entirely safe to find fault with 
a picture in an exhibition when you have 
a wide acquaintance among artists, unless 
you know who has painted it. Prudence 
in this particular is taught by' a late inci­ 
dent at an up-town exhibition, where a 
number of amateurs were represented. A 
critic happened to he going about the 
rooms in company with an acquaintance, 
and they were freely offering comments on 
the different canvases. After awhile the 
companion of the critic—a very polite per­ 
son, l>y the by—took him by the arm and 
led him to a picture, which he said he 
wished the critic to see. “ What do you 
think of this ?” was the inquiry', as they 
stood in front of what purported to be an 
ideal head. “ Think of it?'’ replied Aris­ 
tarchus ; “ I think it very bad. It has 
nothing to recommend it. It is stiff, ugly’, 
unnatural; a perversion of the first prin­ 
ciples of art. It is an abomination——” 
and he was going on with his denunciation 
when he caught a glimpse of his compan­ 
ion’s face, which had more colors than the 
ideal head. Then the critic happened to 
remember hearing that his comrade’s wife 
painted occasionally, and the remembrance 
made the interest of his many-hued ac­ 
quaintance suddenly clear. He altered his 
tone at once, as courtesy demanded. 
Having changed his position, he con­ 
tinued, after a pause: 
“ But I’ve 
been too fast. 
The picture is not 
so had. Indeed, now that I have come 
to see it in a .true light, I rather like it. 
Oh, yes,” after a long gaze ; “ it is not the 
same thing. The painting needs study, 
aud above all, a good light. It is peculiar. 
There is something original in the treat­ 
ment. Not a vestige of conventionality in 
it. It lacks a certaiu finish ; it wants 
technique ; but it is hold ; it shows large, 
free handling, and will he sure to attract 
attention from people who know what 
serious painting is.” His comrade’s coun­ 
tenance now assumed its natural aspect, 
and his lips, no longer tied, uttered: 
“ I’m really glad that you like it. It is 
something my wife did last summer in the 
country.” “ Indeed; I had no.idea that 
she was an artist. She should be encour­ 
aged, and the asses who hang pictures in 
the way hers is hung ought to be ex­ 
pelled from the society. What idiots 
some men are ! ” He forbore to mention 
any names. 
. 
AN INDISCREET CLERGYMAN. 
Clerical troubles, just now, are many 
and diversified throughout the country. 
Some of them are sad enough—deeply 
tragical, indeed ; others are trivial and ri­ 
diculous. Among the latter may be in­ 
cluded the petty woes of Iíev. W. M. 
Trumbower, of West Hoboken, who stands 
in peculiar and not wholly pleasant rela­ 
tions to certain members of his congrega­ 
tion, worshiping in a tiny Methodist church 
ou top of a hill. He announces that Mag­ 
gie Dubois, the young daughter of one of 
his parishioners, has been making despe­ 
rate love to him, intending to capture him 
for a husband, and that, as he does not re­ 
ciprocate her ardent affection, she and her 
parents have set afloat scandalous stories 
concerning him. The fair Maggie naturally 
denies the clerical allegation, and her papa 
and mamma sustain her denial, of course. 
The girl says she really dislikes the 
preacher, and always has disliked him ; 
that she never thought of marrying him ; 
and would not marry him, if he were 
made of gold. There is an air of prob­ 
ability in her statement, inasmuch 
as he has only $300 a year, and we do not 
believe that any normal woman, however 
romantic, would want or accept a husband 
with such a pittance. West Hoboken be­ 
ing a snbnrb of New York, we are confi­ 
dent that the girls there are too much in­ 
fluenced by the monetarily matrimonial 
influences of the metropolis to threw 


themselves away on ministers with so 
slender an income. Rev. Trumbower is 
very young, and evidently as inexperienced 
as he is young. He lias begun indiscreetly ; 
he has needlessly got himself into hot wa­ 
ter. Even if the young women of his congre­ 
gation have made love to him, he should 
not tell of it. It is not good sense. Men 
of the world, though not over-nice in mor­ 
als, do not talk in that way, and clergy­ 
men surely should not be more communi­ 
cative on so delicate a subject. Rev. 
Trumbower should learn to bridle his 
tongue. He never can expect any peace 
if he keeps up such a babbling, even in 
the Arcadian circles of West Hoboken. 
While the whole affair seems to be a storm 
in a saucer, it has created a tumult in the 
church, which is so very small, and so 
perched upon a hill that it might be upset 
by so slight a cause as the wagging of its 
pastor’s tongue. 
CALEB CUSHING. 
George Loring, of Boston, delivered 
lately at Newbury port, Mass., an address 
commemorative of the late Caleb Cushing, 
who was born near that quaint old town 
(Salisbury was his native place), in January 
of the present century. Cushing was a 
very peculiar man, and as a study is very 
interesting. He had many defects ; but 
as an individual he was curious, and at­ 
tractive through his very defects, which 
were unlike the defects of most people. 
His associates have differed much as to his 
degree of talent; but they have all agreed 
about his marvelous industry and memory, 
which allowed very little that he had ever 
read to esoape him. His application was 
prodigious. For near thirty years he spent 
sixteen hours out of twenty-four on an 
average in study and work, and retained 
perfect health all the while. He was wont 
to say that all the opinions and theories 
concerning the necessity of outdoor life 
and exercise were unfounded, and gave 
himself as an illustration to the contrary. 
He certainly was an exception—perhaps 
one of the exceptions that prove the rule. 
He spent most of his long life within 
walls ; he toiled continuously and untir­ 
ingly, and yet he kept extraordinary vigor 
and the appearance of comparative youth 
up to almost 80. Probably no American 
of his time had done inore miscellaneous 
reading, and what he had read 20 or 30 
years before was nearly as fresh in I1Í3 mind 
as what he had read a few days previous. 
Persons not wellacquainted with him often 
thought that he had been cramming for a 
particular subject, so completely informed 
was he on it. They would be surprised to 
learn that he had not consulted any au­ 
thority on that topic for many years. 
Although he had filled various important 
public offices, he was greatly disappointed 
politically, thinking that his political tal­ 
ents and knowledge had not been appre­ 
ciated. He frequently said that he had 
spent twenty-five years in equipping him­ 
self for public service, and that most of 
the time so spent had been wasted. An 
analysis of Caleb Cushing’s character by 
some one who knew him, and several New 
Englanders still living knew him thor­ 
oughly, would be a valuable contribution 
to a magazine, and would possess ample 
charm as a revelation of the inconsistencies 
and even contradictions of human nature. 
VARIETIES. 
The death, just announced, of Mrs. 
George F. Deutsch, Martin Van Buren’s 
niece, by taking opium to end her troubles, 
is a sad close to a life which opened happily 
and brilliantly. She was the daughter Of 
Dr. Peter Van Buren of this city, had been 
very handsome, was finely educated, and 
had been prominent in the most fashionable 
and refined circles. She had carried on a 
tiirtation from the hack windows of her 
father’s house in Twenty-second street with 
a man twenty years her senior, and had 
been married to him after her father's death. 
The union was wretched; her husband left 
her ; she became a mental wreck from using 
opium, and finally committed suicide. This 
is another of the numberless tragedies con­ 
tinually arising from inharmonious mar­ 
riage. 
The opening of spring at an earlier date 
than usual is announced by Colonel De 
Lancey Kane, who will begin to drive his 
Tally Ho coach next week between here 
and New Rochelle, and make regular trips 
during the season. Playing coachman is 
not a very dignified employment, but it is 
better than the vulgar dissipation of 
many of our men of fashion. Kane’s mother 
is an Astor, grand-daughter of old John 
Jacob, the German immigrant who landed 
here with half-a-dozen ilutes, all his 
property, and died worth $25,000,000. 
Thus far this has been a most typical 
April. We have not had more changeable 
weather than at present in many years. 
The skies change every few minutes." We 
have sunshine, rain, snow, hail, thunder- 
and-lightning, and sunshine again, all in 
the same hour. Who could ask for more 
variety ? 
There is no doubt that we are to have 
here, in the vicinity of Fifth avenue and 
Thirty-seventh street, a new and magnifi­ 
cent opera house. We neccl it —for the 
Academy of Music is now out of the way. 
After all the idle talk, we shall be pretty 
certain to have within two y'ears a lyric 
theater worthy of the metropolis. 
Some of the horse-car lines have just put 
on smoking cars in order no doubt to draw 
smokers away from the elevated cars where 
smoking, properly enough, is not allowed. 
Spiritualism is said to he increasing very 
rapidly in orthodox circles here. The rea­ 
son assigned is that spiritualism inspires 
belief in personal immortality, and that 
science has taken such hope out of evan­ 
gelical theology. 
The new Metropolitan Museum, though 
it has_been opened only one week, has 
been visited by nearly (10,000 persons, 
which shows the interest that the commu­ 
nity feels in art matters. 
George Augustus Sala said, just before 
he sailed back to England, that New Y'ork 
had impressed him as the gayest and most 
luxurious city on the glolie; that Paris and 
Vienna do not begin to compare with it in 
this respect. 
It is said that two of the city theaters 
intend to have a double stage, after the 
plan of the new Madison Square, which 
has proved an extraordinary success.

PERSEVERANCE AND HEALTH. 
A man who inherits wealth may begin 
and worry through three-score and ten 
years without any definite object. In driv­ 
ing, in foreign land, in hunting and fishing, 
in club and society, he may manage to pass 
away his time ; but he will hardly be hap­ 
py. It seems to be necessary to health that 
the powers of a man may 1*3 trained upon 
some subject and steadily held there day 
after day, year after year, while vitality 
lasts. There may come a time in old age 
when the fund of vitality will have snnk 
so low that he can follow no consecutive 
labor without such a draft upon his forces 
that sleep cannot restore them. Then, and 
not before, he should stop work. But, so 
long as a man has vitality to spare upon 
work, it must be used, or it will become a 
source of grievous, harrassing discontent. 
The man will not know what to do with 
himself; and when he has reached such a 
point as that, he is unconsciously digging 
a grave for himself, and fashioning his own 
coffin. Life needs a steady channel to run 
in—regular habits of work and of sleep. It 
needs a steady, stimulating aim—a tend 
toward something. An aimless life can 
never be happy, or, for a long period, 
healthy. Said a rich lady to a gentleman 
still laboring beyond his needs: “ Don’t 
stop ; keep at it.” The words that were 
in her heart were : “ If my husband had 
not stopped, he would he alive to-day.” 
And what she thought was doubtless true. 
A greater shock can hardly befall a man 
who has been active than that which he 
experiences when, having relinquished his 
pursuits, he finds unused time and unused 
vitality hanging upon his idle hands and 
mind. 
The current of his life is thus 
thrown into eddies, or settled into a slug­ 
gish pool, and he begins to die.

Tlie Presidential 4|ue«tlon. 
N ew Y obk, April 15th.—The Sun, oddly 
enoutrh, comments on recent political events 
as follows ^Stalwart Iowa, whose Republi­ 
can majorities are on as bip; a scale as her 
other crops, sends a solid Blaine delegation 
to Chicago. That is her answer to the Third- 
Termers and their twaddle about “ a strong 
Government.” In Kentucky, on the other 
hand, where Republicans are as rare as 
whisky is plenty, the Republican Conven­ 
tion has been successfully packed for Grant. 
The latest story, that Tilden would decline 
the candidacy for President, was shown to 
that gentleman at his residence last evening, 
when he promptly declared he had never 
seen the original document. 
S prin gkield (Mass.), April 15th.— The 
Republican has the best authority for saying 
that Edmunds has not withdrawn from the 
field, and will not shirk any responsibility. 
MasMiehiiseUK Republican Slate Conven­ 
tion. 
W orcester, April 15th.—The Republican 
State Convention met to-day. 
United States Senator Dawes was chosen 
permanent Chairman. 
After the usual committees were appointed, 
Senator Dawes made an effective speech. 
Three hundred and eighteen cities and 
towns were represented by 1,115 delegates. 
Twenty-eight towns were not represented. 
Colonel VV. B. Hopkins said he believed a 
great majority of the Convention favored 
Edmunds. [Applause.] 
Delegates were put in nomination, consist­ 
ing of George F. Horace, Julius H. Zeely. 
Charles R. Codman and John E. Sanford, 
with alternates. 
Parker Chandler said at the request of 
Sherman’s friends he seconded these nomina­ 
tions, for whomsoever would be nominated at 
Chicago the friends of both Edmunds and 
Sherman would support. 
General N. P. Banks nominated the follow­ 
ing delegates at large : Aleck H. Rice, C. R. 
Mudge, Charles A. Stoll, L. L. Brown—a 
Grant ticket. 
Boutwell seconded the nominations, and 
said : There are two gentlemen more promi­ 
nently mentioned for the Chief Magistracy 
than any others. They are General Grant 
' iplausej and Senator Blaine. [Subdued 
applause.] Three-fourths of the delegates 
who assemble at Chicago. Senator Hoar had 
said in a letter, will he in favor of General 
Grant or Senator Blaine. The only thing 
remaining to Massachusetts is a choice be­ 
tween these two. [Criesof “ Doubted” after 
a loud cry of “ Blaine.”] 
Boutwell closed by expressing a belief that 
all our interests are bound up in the nomina­ 
tion of General Grant. 
Rev. Freeman Clark paid a tribute to 
President Hayes which created much ap­ 
plause. He said the influence of Massachu­ 
setts killed Senator Blaine. He had no 
doubt that Grant would receive the nomina­ 
tion from the South, but he doubted very 
much if they could elect him. New Y’ork 
must be carried, and that would be impossi­ 
ble with Grant as a candidate. Grant went 
in with a tremendous majority the first term, 
and left with scarcely any following. He 
feared no revolution, and the nations abroad 
which purchase our bonds above par do not 
fear it. [Immense applause.] 
Resolutions were offered pledging the sup­ 
port of Massachusetts to the nominee of the 
Chicago Convention and denouncing the 
Democratic doctrine that to the victors be­ 
long the spoils, and promising a firm support 
to a civil service reform candidate ; also de­ 
manding a candidate of stainless public rec­ 
ord, who will not put the party on the de­ 
fensive. 
A ballot for delegates was then taken, and 
the result announced immediately after recess 
as follows : Whole number of votes, 1,000 ; 
necessary for a choice, 531 ; George T. Hoar, 
700; Charles I!. Codman, 050; JohnE. San­ 
ford, 072 ; Julius II. Seely, 581. The re­ 
maining votes were distributed among ten 
candidates. 
The following were unanimously chosen 
alternates: Eben T. Stone, .James M. Bar­ 
ker. Charles Allen and Robert D. Bishop. 
The platform was unanimously adopted, 
on motion of Boutwell. It is as follows: 
First, steadfast adherence to the distinctive 
principles of the Republican party ; second, 
honest currency, congratulating the country 
and Administration upon the success of re­ 
sumption and the restoration of confidence 
under the able management of Secretary 
Sherman : third, the inviolable sovereignty 
of the nation over States ; fourth, free and 
honest elections; the crime of fraud at the 
polls or iu counting votes is intolerable; 
fifth, gratitude to President Haye- forimprov- 
ing the tone and method of civil service ; in­ 
voking Congress to complete the work by 
necessary enactments to prevent tbe misuse 
of public service for political or personal pur­ 
poses ; sixth, deploring sectional animosity, 
earnestly desiring that the resources of all 
sections of the South, as well as the North, 
be developed, and to that end the recognition 
of the equal rights of all; past controversies 
should not he revived for political effect ; sev­ 
enth,all Republicans should loyall y support the 
party candidates ; demanding that the Mas­ 
sachusetts delegates use all proper efforts for 
the nomination of a candidate, with the 
requisite qualifications, who will have the ap­ 
proval of all Republicans, and inviting the 
support of all patriotic citizens ; while not 
instructing delegates, recommending that 
George T. Edmonds is such patriot and states­ 
man.Adjourned.

THE 
DEFEAT 
OF 
THE 
MINING 
BILL. 


The defeat of the Braunhart-Tuttle min­ 
ing bill may be accepted as indicating the 
failure of all attempts to regulate the stock 
üvivket and the mines thus far. 
The need 
for some regulation of this kind is undenied 
and undeniable. 
It is true that the oppo­ 
nents of legislation have been strengthened 
by the foolish attempts of ignorant persons 
to deal with the subj'ect, and that Gorley’s 
bill did more to prevent the passage of any 
remedial measure 
than 
all 
the argu­ 
ments of the brokers. 
But the history of 
mining management on this coast and in 
this State is so consistent and striking a 
record of fraud and conspiracy, swindling 
and perjury, usurpation and trickery, that 
those who resist all measures for the pro­ 
tection of the public lay themselves open 
to the sharpest suspicion. 
We are, how - 
ever, less disposed to regret the failure of 
legislation on this subject because it seems 
to us that the matter is rapidly approach­ 
ing a point at which it must work its 
own relief. 
The public faith and public 
credulity have at last been worn out. The 
concentration of the principal 
mining 
properties in the liands of a few men has 
made it evident to the dullest capacity 
that the outside operators cannot have the 
least prospect of success. 
There is no 
longer any element of chance in the game, 
and though plenty of people will go on 
gambling all their lives if there is the 
faintest prospect of winning, very few are 
so infatuated as to stake their money per­ 
petually where the dealer takes everything 
of necessity. 
The brokers and mining 
speculators who have opposed the Tuttle 
bill do not understand their own interests. 
There is really but one way to revive the 
stock market, and that is by restoring 
public 
confidence 
through the agency 
of 
protective 
legislation. 
Until that 
is 
effected 
it 
may 
be 
safely pre­ 
dicted that there will be no considerable 
restoration of business, and the failure of 
this bill therefore renders it certain that 
the approaching season will bring no re- 
cavery to stocks. 
The truth is that the 
insiders have been running a “ hogging 
“ gam e” too selfishly and persistently. 
They have depended too much upon public 
gullibility. 
There is a point at which that 
elastic element ceases to be capable of 
further stretching, and such a point has 
now been reached. 
And since the public 
know the mining fraternity far too well to 
believe that they will return to honest 
ways without being compelled to do so, it 
follows that the brokers and their backers 
have committed a suicidal piece of folly in 
defeating the only measure which could 
have put them on their feet again. 
They 
will realize this before six months have 
passed. 


[CONGRESS AND THE WHITTAKER CASE. 


W e are not surprised that a feeling is 
manifested in Congress on behalf of fair 
play for the colored W est Point cadet 
W hittaker, for it has been made disgrace­ 
fully plain that the academy authorities 
have from the outset been endeavoring to 
find him guilty. 
General Schofield, with 
most indecent haste, expressed the opinion 
that he had m utilated himself, before any 
inquiry had been made, and the academy 
surgeon appears to have jumped to the 
same conclusion upon equally fragile found­ 
ations. 
In fact it has been apparent that 
the academy authorities generally would 
eagerly embrace an opportunity to expel 
this lad, and they have conducted the ex­ 
amination throughout precisely as though 
they were trying him upon a specific 
charge, and not at all as if they admitted 
the possibility that his story might be true. 
The animus of the inquiry has been brought 
into still stronger relief by the utter failure 
of all the attem pts to fasten the deed upon 
W hittaker. 
Every 
fresh 
development 
makes it more improbable or impossible 
that he should have arranged the situation 
in which he was found. There is, however, 
growing reason to suspect that W est Point 
needs a more thorough investigation than 
it will ever get at the hands of its own offi­ 
cers, and Congress might do worse than to 


take measures for Buch an inquiry. 


THE ADJOURNMENT 
OF 
fatE 
LEGIS­ 
LATURE. 


The twenty-third session of the State 
Legislature will end at noon to-day, and 
the members will return to their constitu­ 
ents to find out what impression their con­ 
duct has made upon those on whom they 
depend for political advancement. 
The 
session about to expire has been remark­ 
able in at least one respect. 
It has been 
attended with more turbulence, disorder 
and ungentlemaulj behavior on the part 
of members than any ffrevious session has 
exhibited. 
It is only just to state that 
this disgraceful conduct has been almost 
confined to the Assembly, but if the man­ 
ners of that body were taken as a fair il­ 
lustration of California civilization, the 
conclusion that the State was retrograding 
towards barbarism xvould we fear be un­ 
avoidable. 
An attempt was made at an 
early stage of the session to put down the 
more disorderly members, and to preserve 
some semblance of dignity and decorum, 
but it was a failure, and towards the close 
the scenes of violence and uproar occurring 
daily have been simply outrageous. 
No 
Legislature that ever convened in this 
State 
had 
before 
it 
heavier work 
than the adoption 
of 
the 
new Con­ 
stitution imposed 
upon this one, but 
it very soon became apparent that the 
body was ill fitted to deal with the weighty 
task intrusted to it. 
It would be hardly 
an exaggeration to say that the conserva­ 
tive and intelligent element has been com­ 
pelled to devote almost all its time and 
energy to the defeat of the crude and 
vicious measures which have been literally 
showered down throughout the session. It 
is unquestionably true that the best work 
of the session has consisted in the defeat 
of such bad legislation. 
At intervals the 
Legislature has appeared to lose its head 
completely over absurd and preposterous 
anti-Chinese 
propositions, 
and 
despite 
their notorious unconstitutionality, enough 
of them have passed to keep the Supreme 
Court employed for some time in exposing 
their invalidity. 
Of the bills necessitated 
by the new Constitution enough have been 
enacted to secure the proper exploita­ 
tion of the principles of that instrument, 
and 
some other useful 
and 
valuable 
laws have been introduced. 
First in im­ 
portance must be ranked the so-called 
debris 
bill, which, though 
altered in 
some respects for the worse through the 
conflict of interests which delayed its pas­ 
sage, has at length been enacted in a shape 
which will for the first time make it pos­ 
sible to put in operation the remedies 
which science indicates for the great dan­ 
ger so long impending over the Sacramento 
valley, the rivers of California, and the 
harbor of San Francisco. 
This most im­ 
portant measure received no intelligent 
support or even analysis from the press of 
San Francisco, but the press and people of 
the interior have been compelled to bear 
the whole burden of the controversy, and 
at the eleventh hour the San Francisco 
journals, which had not taken the trouble 
to inform themselves on the subject, of­ 
fered an opposition as mean and stupid as 
it was futile. 
The passage of this bill may 
hereafter be held to cover a multitude of 
sins of omission and commission on the 
part of the present Legislature, but it 
must be acknowledged that the need for 
vicarious atonement of some sort is very 
great. 


Of good bills which have failed to be­ 
come laws there are unfortunately not a 
few. 
Among them the amended Tuttle 
bill to regulate mining stock transactions 
and the management of mines takes a first 
place. 
As to the demand for this bill 
there can be no doubt, nor can it be im­ 
agined that the influences which defeated 
it were in harmony with the public interest. 
Of course the Legislature cannot be held 
responsible for the tfiect3 of any laws ren­ 
dered necessary by the new Constitution. 
If those laws prove bad in practice the 
fault must be laid at the doors of those 
who made and voted for the Constitution. 
The Legislature could only obey the man­ 
datory previsions of that instrument. 
It 
did this in framing the new revenue bill, 
which undoubtedly 
contains 
principles 
wholly at variance with equity and sound 
policy, and which is certain to produce evil 
results and cause widespread dissatisfaction. 
That, however, is no concern of the Legisla­ 
ture. 
It could not have avoided doing 
what it did without Hatly disregarding the 
Constitution, and it would have been alike 
disloyal and unreasonable to expect it to do 
anything of that kind. 
It ia somewhat re­ 
markable that although all parties were 
pledged to do something for the removal 
of the evil of land monopoly, no measure 
looking to that end has become a law. 
Several land bills were introduced, and 
some discussion of them was had, but they 
seemed to burn members’ fingers, and some­ 
how the arguments against land monopoly 
which rolled out so roundly on the stump, 
had no force in the Legislature, or were 
apparently forgotten. 
Perhaps it is as 
well that nothing should be done on 
this 
momentous question until public 
Opinion has been educated to a fuller com­ 
prehension of all that it involves. 
That 
education is 
proceeding 
to-day 
more 
rapidly and effectually than ever before, 
and in a few years the people may be ripe 
for a change in the land laws which will 
produce far more beneficial results than 
could have been expected from any of the 
bills of this session. 
In regard to general 
legislation it will be necessary to wait 
some time 
before the full effect 
of 
the 
session’s 
work can 
be 
grasped, 
but 
it 
is 
quite 
competent to 
any 
careful observer to reach the conclusion 
that the session about to expire has been 
hampered by phenomenal incapacity and 
crudity, and that it has for the most part 
been a struggle to prevent disastrous legis­ 
lation, rather than a harmonious effort to 
pass good laws. 


THE 
CONSTANTINOPLE 
CASE. 


An American murdered, or killed, a 
Turk, in Constantinople, and thereupon 
the U nited States Consul-General claimed 
the right to try the offender himself, and 
it is said did try him, find him guilty, and 
sentence him to tw o months’ imprison­ 
ment. 
It is alleged that the right claimed 
by the Consul has been secured by treaty. 
If so it is a very extraordinary arrange­ 
ment. 
If the Ottoman Porte proposed to 
our Government that all offenses committed 
by its subjects in the United States should 
be tried by the Turkish Minister at W ash­ 
ington, would Mr. Evarts entertain the 
proposition? 
W ould any other power on 
the face of the earth entertain it ? 
And 
is it a reasonable proposition ? 
The fact 
that the 
American Consul-General 
at 
Constantinople has sentenced a man to 
two 
m onths’ 
imprisonment 
for 
homi­ 
cide, of 
itself 
indicates 
that 
such 
a 
power is certain to be abused. 
Had this 
man been tried in America for the same 
offense, and been convicted, it is not at all 
probable that he would have escaped with 
so light a penalty. 
But having killed a 
Turk it seems to be thought that the dig­ 
nity of the U nited States demands his en­ 
franchisement. 
If an American commits 


a homicide in Turkey he ought to be pun­ 
ished precisely as he would be punished in 
the United States, supposing that it Í3 
necessary to take American criminals out 
of the hands of the Turkish C o Y 'e rn m e n t. 
To set up any other standard of action is 
to give American criminals a kind of im­ 
m unity abroad which they are very certain 
to employ in bringing disgrace and dis­ 


credit upon the U nited States. 


STATE CONVENTIONS. 


State Conventions are beginning to be 
held, and the prospects of the various Pres­ 
idential candidates will henceforth be more 
capable of estimate. 
K entucky and M is­ 
souri have chosen Grant delegations, and 
Iowa has gone as solidly for Blaine. Massa­ 
chusetts is about to speak, and it seems to 
be believed that her delegation w ill be in­ 
structed for Edmunds. 
It is to be noted 
that the results thus far are not as fa­ 
vorable to Blaine as his friends had ex­ 
pected. 
In one of the latest circulars pub­ 
lished at his headquarters an estim ate is 
given of the vote likely to be cast in the 
National Convention, and he is there given 
five votes from K entucky, none of which 
he w ill get, as it now appears, while M is­ 
souri, which has gone solid for Grant, is 
put down as doubtful. 
H e expects 10 out 
of 20 in the M assachusetts delegation, hav­ 
ing given Edmunds 8, but it seems possible 
that Edmunds may get them all. 
The 
boast of the Grant men that he would 
carry the entire Southern delegations is in 
a fair way to fulfillment, and the fact, 
should it prove 
to 
be 
so, 
w ill 
give 
special emphasis to the non-representative 
character of these Southern delegations. 
They do not stand for any Republican 
Btrength in their States. 
It is a foregone 
conclusion that every Southern State w ill 
elect 
Dem ocratic 
Electors. 
Y et 
the 
machine Republicans of these impotent 
States w ill enter the National Republican 
Convention w ith almost power enough 
to 
dictate 
the nominee 
of 
the party 
against the rest of the country. 
Evidently 
this is a very precarious condition of 
things, seeing that the rank and file are 
Republicans, 
and not 
Democrats. 
The 
latter in such a case would vote unhesi­ 
tatingly for the party choice, and never 
pause to inquire how it came to be made, 
but Republicans have an awkward habit of 
boltiDg when they are dissatisfied w ith 
the party management, and the activity of 
the Independent movement at the East 
appears to bode ill for the success of any 
scheme to steal the nomination by the votes 
of non-representative delegations. 


THE INDIANS AND THE WAR DEPART­ 
MENT. 


A proposition has just been made in Con­ 
gress to transfer the control of the Indians 
to the W ar Department. 
It is amazing 
that any Congressman should propose such 
a measure at this tim e, for the expedient 


has already been tried, and it has been a 
calamitous failure. 
Mr. Hooper does not 
know, or he forgets, that the W ar Depart­ 
m ent had control of the Indians for some­ 
thing like thirty-five years, and that dur­ 
ing that period they were worse man­ 
aged than ever before. 
The fact has been 
made plain repeatedly that the army is 
utterly unfit for such 
a function. 
Its 
present heads are notoriously hostile to the 
Indians, and have been identified with the 
most barbarous treatm ent of them. 
From 
the l ’iegan and Fort Grant massacres to 
the recent and most hideous massacre at 
Fort Robinson, the heads of the army 
have approved every act of brutality and 
inhumanity towards the Indians. 
There is 
no doubt as to the sentim ents of Generals 
Sherman and Sheridan on this subject, 
and therefore it would he most improper 
to place the Indians under their control. 
The U nited Statc3 Government lias done 
enough evil in this direction. 
It is time it 
endeavored to cancel some of its black and 
bloody Indian record, and to act w ith honor 
and humanity towards these its poor wards. 


TROOPS 
AT 
THE 
POLLS. 


The Democrats in Congress have carried 
their rider to the appropriation bill relating 
to the use of troops at the polls, and of 
course expended the usual amount of cheap 
rhetoric on the occasion. They are terribly 
shocked at the idea of Federal troops being 
placed near the polls, because they know 
perfectly evell that there never can be any 
use for troops save for the purpose of pre­ 
venting Democrats from intim idating col­ 
ored voters.

Body of Severance Found Burled Under 
His Woodshed. 


STORM OF YESTERDAY AND WEDNESEAY NICHT. 


Three Chinamen Burned to Death at San 
Francisco. 


FATAL GAME OF BALL AT WATSONVILLE. 


Movement Against Victorio’s /paches In 
New Mexico. 


CALIFORNIA. 


The Severance Mystery—Body or th e Miss­ 
ing Man Found. 


S a n 
R a f a e l , April 15th.—A t last the 
mournful mystery which overhung the fate 
of Charles W. Severance has been dispelled, 
aud the shocking details of his murder are 
revealed. 
For the past three or four days 
detectives Lees and Avan have been 


INVESTIGATING THE CASE, 
I heir only guide in unveiling the mystery 
being the statement of the Chinaman, Ah 
Lung. 
During the process of their examina­ 
tion of the scene of the murder they pre­ 
served the utmost secrecy, and until 3 o’clock 
this evening, at which hour the body of Sev­ 
erance was discovered, nothing was known of 
the condition of the case by the outside world, 
’lh e detectives, remembering the storm and 
darkness of the night on which Severance was 
murdered, attached much importance to the 
statement made by Ah’ Lung to C. C. P. 
Severance, that he thought the Portuguese 
had buried the body in the woodshed. 
This 
woodshed is partitioned off from the stable, 
and is located some thirty feet in the rear of 
the farm-house. 
Here the traces of blood 
were found which have been previously re­ 
ferred to. 
Near here the bloody ax was 
lying. 
The farmers who spent last week 
in looking for 
the 
body, not attaching 
due weight to that portion of the China­ 
man's 
story 
relative 
to 
the woodshed, 
neglected to explore it with much care. 
The 
result of the researches of the detectives led 
them to dig up the ground in the northeast 
corner of the woodshed, and 


THE REMAINS OF SEVERANCE 
Were found four feet beneath the surface. 
H e lay on his side, with his face toward the 
south. 
HU body was in a fair btate of 
preservation. 
Around liU neck was a rope, 
with which he evidently had been dragged to 
his grave. A deep cut and two bullet wounds 
were found in the back of the head, one of 
which penetrated through the left eye. 
A 
bullet wound was found just above the left 
nipple, and a jagged bullet wound perforat­ 
ing each wrist showed the brutally barbarous 
way iu which he met his death. 
The gash in 
the back of the head was in all probability 
inflicted by the ax, stained with blood, which 
has been described in previous dispatches. 
On the body of the murdered man was found 
$101 50. 
Buried beside him was his saddle 
and a pair of rubber pantaloons, probably 
put there to cause the belief that lie had ab­ 
sconded. 
The earth had been firmly packed 
over his body, so that the ground was harder 
there than in any other part of the shed. 


THE PREVAILING THEORY' 
Here now is that the Chinaman murdered his 
master without assistance. 
It is probable 
that while Severance was milking the cow 
Ah Lung stole behind him with the ax in hU 
hand, and after dealing him a murderous 
blow on the bead, inflicted the other wounds 
with a revolver. 
The fact that five wounds 
were found on the body of the murdered man 
server to explain the statement of the China­ 
man that he heard the Portuguese fire four or 
five gun shots. 
He evidently thought that 
this story might explain the condition of his 
master’s remains in the event of their discov­ 
ery. 
Ah Lung was a crack shot, and spent 
most cf his leisure time in hunting about the 
ranch. 
The finding of the body throws 


A FLOOD OF LIGHT 
On the hitherto rather obscure incidents con­ 
nected with the tragedy—the disappearance 
of the Chinaman’s working clothes ; the find­ 
ing of his shoes, stained with blood, in the 
marsh; the hair on the ax. 
A ll these cir­ 
cumstances become doubly significant, when 
viewed in connection with tc-Jay’s mournful 
denouement of the terrible tragedy. 
After 
the first sad shock occasioned by the finding 
of the body of the murdered man had par­ 
tially subsided, the decomposing corpse was 
wrapped from sight and conveyed hither in a 
wagon. 
When the news of the horrible dis­ 
covery reached this place, the great excite­ 
ment of last week seemed to vanish in com­ 
parison. 
*From every point friends of the 
murdered man came to view his mutilated 
corpse, and made many fervid expressions of 
sorrow, coupled with vehement threats against 
the murderer when his identity should be re­ 
vealed. 
The body was given iu charge of the 
Coroner. 
Sheriff Mason and the detectives 
from San Francisco refuse to state the means 
by which they gained their 


INFORMATION AS TO THE WHEREABOUTS OF 
THE BODY 
And the circumstances of the tragedy. 
This 
is believed to Be to prevent a possible dem­ 
onstration cgainst the Chinaman, who at 
present is in solitary confinement. 
While 
everything indicates Ah Lung as the slayer 
of Severance, it is claimed by some that the 
officials are making every effort to divert sus­ 
picion and accusation from him.

closed, as the remaining 300,000 of the total 
capital stock will not be offered on the mar­ 
ket, 200,000 shares having been retained by 
the former owners of the property, and the 
other 100,000 shares placed in the treasury of 
the company. 
The company has been organ­ 
ized under the laws of this State, with a capi­ 
tal of $10,000,000, the stock being fully paid 
and nou-asee.-sable. 
Among the stockholders 
are many very prominent men, of national as 
well as local celebrity. 
A s the title of the 
company suggests, it has been organized not 
oniy for the purpose of mining, but also for 
supplying water to various enterprises. 
The property of the company is located be­ 
tween the south fork and the middle fork of 
the American river, in El Dorado county, 
California, aud comprises exclusive water 
rights^on the divide, covering an area of more 
than 700 square miles. 
The company lias 
now in operation canals and ditches having a 
total length of 257 miles, which supply water 
to a number of mines and ranches for mining 
and irrigating purposes. 
It owns an interest 
in eighteen mines, many of which are re­ 
ported to have proved rich in gold, and a 
large area of timber land with three saw­ 
mills, which are kept actively at work to fill 
orders for lumber. 
A s the company owns 
exclusively all the water rights in that sec­ 
tion of the country, it practically owns all 
the placer mines in that region.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


THE STORM. 
Heavy Rains—Deep Snows—High Rivers 
and Delayed Trains. 
The showers which have been falling for 
days past seemed to be but a prelude to the 
fierce storm that was ushered in early yester­ 
day morning. After 12 o’clock Wednesday 
night the rain poured down incessantly until 
daylight. During the forenoon of yesterday 
the rain came spasmodically, but in the af­ 
ternoon it came in torrents. The wind was 
blowing at the rate of thirty-two miles per 
hour, and catching the descending fluid into 
sheets of water, it hurled it furiously along 
the streets against the few pedestrians who 
had courage to face it. Umbrellas were 
worthless, and rubber suits availed their 
owners but little. At 8 o’clock in 
the 
evening 
the 
rain 
ceased, 
the 
moon struggled for awhile to illuminate 
the muddy btreets, but gave it up, and sul­ 
len, capricious looking clouds enveloped 
the sky. Such a rain has rarely been known 
here, and a heavier one never came in April. 
The Signal Service report shows that during 
the 24 hours ending at 8 P. m. last evening 
L84 inches of rain fell. The rainfall of 
Wednesday, as computed by Mr. Oerrish, 
was .273 inches, and yesterday, up to 7 p. m., 
it was 1.280, making the total for the month 
4.117, and for the season 15.002. In 1S79, for 
the season to date, the rainfall was 15.292 
inches; 1878, 22.436; 1877, 8.120; 1876, 
25.580 inches. So much raiu has not fallen 
in April siuce 1854, when the rainy season fol­ 
lowed a cold 
winter, as has this 
one. The American river began to rise very 
rapidly at Folsom about noon yesterday. At 
6 p. m. in this city,opposite Twentieth Btreet, 
the American had not risen above its banks, 
but gave indications that before morning it 
would be on a “ boom.” The water from the 
tule lands west of Washington, Yolo county, 
in the afternoon had backed up across the 
dirt road, half a mile from Washington, and 
the roadway for a distance of one hundred 
yards was covered three feet deep with the 
still water. The owners of dairies in that 
section have made arrangements to continue 
their business to-day by using boats to cross 
the overflow. The back-water bad ex­ 
tended over a portion of Todhunter’s 
ranch, but the river levees had not 
broken, as was supposed. It was expected, 
however, that if the river rose to 21 feet, 
Todhunter’s ranch levee would give way. 
The Sacramento fell three inches yesterday 
before the rains affected it. At 5 p. M. it 
marked 19 feet 8 inches, at 6 P. M. it rose an­ 
other inch, and then stopped until 8 o’clock, 
when it again began to li.-e, and at 1 o’clock 
marked 20 fret 5 inches, which is the highest 
water of the season. At 2 o’clock this morn­ 
ing the clouds had disappeared. 
The rain-storm of the valleys was equalled 
in intensity by the avalanches of snow that 
tumbled down the mountain sides, crushing 
snow-sheds and demolishing or burying all 
that stood in their way. During Wednesday 
night snow fell steadily and at 6 o’clock yes­ 
terday morning the average depth of that 
newly fallen was 14 inches. At that hour 
the storm began in earnest, and all 
the day and last night a perfect hur- 
icane raged, heaping snow into great 
drifts and precipitating many slides upon 
railroad tracks and snownheds. At midnight 
it was still snowing and blowing furiously, 
the barometer was very low, and the amouut 
of snow that had fallen during the day 
averaged from three to four feet deep from 
Blue Canyon to beyond the Summit. In the 
afternoon a slide occurred three miles east of 
Emigrant Gap, which covered the track for a 
distance of 75 feet and to the depth of 10 
feet, and another fell near by which was 50 
feet long aud 14 feet deep. Last night 6 miles 
east of Summit a small slide came upon the 
track, and near Tamarack one GO feet in 
lengthburiedtbetrackl5feetdeep. The worst 
one, however, happened at 8 o’clock last 
night 1J miles west of Cisco, where 200 feet of 
shed gave way and the snow piled in to the 
depth of 15 or 20 feet. The overland train 
from the East stopped at Truckee, the one 
front the West stopped at Alta. The light­ 
ning train, which should have arrived here in 
the afternoon, only came to Cisco, where it 
will he abandoned and the passengers be 
brought through on the first overland train. 
The snow-plowa have been kept on the road 
day and night, though where the snow is 
banked up on the track 15 or 20 feet deep 
they work with difficulty. All the men who 
could be hired at the stations are kept at 
work striving to o¡e i the way.

CLOSING 
HOURS — THE 
LEGISLATIVE 
WIND UP. 
The beginning of the end of the Legis­ 
lature was entered upon last evening. *1 hough 
the storm raged without, and fiercely as nev er 
has been known in showery April before, the 
lobbies and galleries were filled by an ex­ 
pectant crowd of people, who came out to be 
entertained. Whether they were or not de­ 
pended entirely upon the tastes of those 
composing the auditory. In the Senate it 
was the period of sober, earnest and rapid 
work, to complete the bills in which the con­ 
currence of the Assembly is still necessary. 
But in the House there was nothing to do, 
and the representatives of the people accom­ 
plished it in all its fullness. It was a set 
play. The Assemblymen knew of the tradi­ 
tion which gives the last hours of the Legis­ 
lature to wit and humor, and they came to 
the stage of last night’s action full of the in­ 
tention to be funny, and quite oblivious to 
the fact that purposeful attempts in that di­ 
rection are seldom successes, and that wit, 
and its companion humor, are jealous maids, 
who must be wooed and will not be driven. 
The ball opened with the introduction of a 
bill to establish a public corn-crib, at which 
all male citizens or those ineligible to be 
such shall feed, and which crib shall be sup­ 
plied with fodder by appropriating to that 
purpose all the money in all the treasuries of 
the State. The laugh came in, but it was a 
laugh to order. Then came a resolution to 
add books to the State Library, naming sup­ 
positious volumes entitled after the pet say­ 
ings of many members, and in this catalogue 
there were some humerous allusions and some 
witty expressions, but more of a merely neg­ 
ative character. I’here followed the reading 
of this list some genuine mirth, aud the As­ 
sembly began to warm and broaden to the 
license of the occasion and to shake off the 
restraint imposed by law and position. Par­ 
liamentary rules were relaxed, order was 
abandoned, applause permitted, and as many 
members were allowed the floor at one and 
the same time as chose to speak. 
Motions were made of the most ab­ 
surd character, a few with witty pur­ 
pose, and a few in- which the out­ 
croppings of native humor, and some sense 
of the really mirthful were prominent. Reso­ 
lutions came thick and fast now to the Clerk’s 
desk, some flat, some fair, some stale, some 
fresh, and many which were marvelous exam­ 
ples of how the King’s English may he tor­ 
tured, and of these not a few so marked by 
strainings and efforts to be witty that if dead 
humorists could take in the situation the 
bones of such as Hood and Burton must have 
rattled in an ecstacy of agony. There’s no 
telling when the machine wit would have 
ceased had not a bat dashed in out of the 
storm and distracted attention by its 
wild efforts to escape from the refuge it had 
taken. A sermon and prayer were read, full 
of traversties upon members’ names, but 
weak in conception, and it was followed by 
a regular ¡fusilado of resolutions rela­ 
tive to Messrs. Tyler and Braunhart, 
and which Mr. Tyler put to flight by com­ 
pressing an epigram with a request that 
he Speaker would iudicate the point where 
the laugh came in. 
An effort to take up the bill to prevent 
Sacramento boarding-house keepers from col­ 
lecting bills of legislators brought out some 
pungent remarks. The effort to reconsider 
the defeated bill to appropriate money to 
build sidewalks along the State property on 
L street was made in earnest, and defeated 
with equal decisiveness. Then came again a 
flood of mock resolutions, and one in the lot, 
with more pith than the others, called on the 
Chaplain to solemnize the marriage it was 
evident, from the soft dalliance of the past, 
is about to be consummated by the Bourbon 
Democracy and the Sand-lot party. The 
members all this time, like school-boys let 
loose, were laughing and shouting and ap­ 
plauding, and fioally insisted on speeches, 
which were made by Messrs. York and 
Tyler. 
At one time some one captured a swallow, 
attached a string to its tail-feathers with a 
letter pendant therefrom, and sent the poor 
bird circling through the upper air of the 
chamber, which poiutless incident served for 
a time to amuse the extreme right. When 
the frightened creature had been captured 
and set free of its incumbrance, Mr. Fox, 
who had up to this time presided, left the 
chair, and in a complimentary speech pre­ 
sented to Speaker Cowdery in behalf of the 
members of the Assembly three cases, con- 
taing a full and elegant table service of solid 
silver—spoons, fish knife, berry spoons desert 
forks, etc. Mr. Cowdery replied and then Mas­ 
ter Carlson in behalf uf the pages presented the 
Speaker with a gold-headed walkiug-cane; 
Mr. Tyler, in behalf of his fellow-members, 
presented Chief Clerk Gunn with a hand­ 
some gold and quartz watch-chain; Mr. 
Sweetland, in behalf of his fellow-members, 
presented to Mrs. Hoteling, Postmistress ol 
the Assembly, a pair of handsome gold brace­ 
lets, and, in her behalf, Mr. Spencer replied.' 
The Speaker here left the chair and Mr. 
Lane was called to preside, which he did with 
a mock dignity which was quite amusing, and 
ruled with a serious rnirtn that frequently 
incited the House to hearty laughter. 
The boardine-house and wash-house bill 
was taken up, discussed facetiously, amended 
and dropped, and then a sort of love-feast 
began. Maybell and McDade, for the ex­ 
treme left, uttered smooth words and rather 
gracefully buried the hatchet they had held 
over the Speaker and the majority, just as 
Mr. Tyler shortly before had done on hii 
part with the weapon he had wielded against 
liia opponents of the ltft. Del Valle and 
Spencer, on behalf of the Democracy in the 
Assembly, broke bread with the Republicans 
and put the hand of good will into the hos- 
pituble political salt-dish. Mr. May added 
words of friendship to the expressions 
of good feeling that were so plen­ 
tiful, and others followed with utterances of 
peace, charity and friendship, general confes­ 
sions of shortcomings and regrets at parting. 
An effort to draw Mr. Braunhart from the 
shell into which he had retired failed, and 
even the persuasive humor of the Chair 
proved inadequate to induce him to join in 
the general peace-making, which was inter­ 
spersed with queer resolutions, odd rulings, 
side-bar remarks, and speeches from Mc­ 
Carty of Lake, McIntosh and others, 
and as the era of good-feeling, mutual 
admiration, confes-ion 
and 
forgiveness 
seemed to have been fully inaugurated, 
and all the old sores healed up and the 
stripes of the lash obliterated, McDade 
deemed it meet that the reportorial fraternity 
be brought to the feast, and he accordingly 
introduced resolutions of thanks and in praise 
of the press. Then came the appropriation 
bill from the Senate at 11:30, anil the Assem­ 
bly settled down to work, caps aud bells were 
laid aside, the last serious business of the ses­ 
sion was taken up, concluded, and about half­ 
past 12 the House anjourned until this 
morning. 
In the Senate hard work was the rule all 
the evening, and a long session was held. At 
noon to-day the two houses will adjourn sine 
die.
